Alabama, with her great weaith and im-

The Air-Line, which is being vigorously 
pushed to an early completion, will bring to 
us a large new business. The proposed line, 
Atlanta to Tennell, will also open to our en- 
terprising merchants new fields, replacing in 
part our losses in Western, Southwestern and 
Middle Georgia. 

It should, however, be borne in mind that 
the great commerce of the world moves Eas! 
and West, and that North and South lines of 
Railways, as a general rule, are built for the 
accommodation of local interests. The natu- 
ral tendency of our productions is towards 
eastern markets, hence lines pointing to the 
Atlantic coast bave the effect of drawing 
business from, rather than to us. 

One well located Western line will a 
more towards building up Atlanta than ali of 
our Eastern lines.
